RESIDENTS in Haverhill have been 
at loggerheads over the future of the 
High Street for the best part of 50 
years. 

And this week the long-running 
feud took another twist as the bor¬ 
ough council turned its back on its 
draft plans to work towards pedestri- 
anising it. 

Last year, it seemed the issue might 
soon be resolved when the borough 
council pledged to take up the future 
of the High Street in its Vision 2031 
document - a masterplan for the 
future of the borough. 

In the last draft of the plan, pub¬ 
lished in March 2012, council chiefs 
included an action to “pedestrianise 
and enhance the High Street”. 

But on Tuesday it released the latest 
draft and there was no mention of 
pedestrianisation. 

Instead, the draft stated simply that 
Vision 2031 would work to “enhance 
the high street”. 

The change has led to accusations 
the borough council is adding to the 
uncertainty surrounding the High 
Street and may be putting off busi¬ 
nesses and potential investors. 

The town council recently conduct¬ 
ed two surveys on this issue which 
drew a total of 1,200 responses, 70 
per cent of which were in favour of 
pedestrianising the High Street. 

There remains, however, a vocal 
minority of people who are against 


closure of the High Street, particu¬ 
larly on a Saturday, and who are 
strongly opposed to extending this to 
the rest of the week. 

The borough council distanced 
itself from the controversy by saying 
the pedestrianisation of streets was 
the job of the county council, which 
is in charge of traffic and travel, and 
that is why they had removed any 
mention of it from the document. 

But Will Austin, Haverhill town 
clerk, was disappointed by the deci¬ 


sion. He said the Vision 2031 docu¬ 
ment included a number of other 
aspirations which were not to do 
with the borough council. 

In a bid to resolve the issue, the 
county council has now pledged to 
hold a public consulation in 
September to ensure the High Sreet 
is revamped “to the benefit of all”. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for roads and transport at Suffolk 
county council, said the problems 
linked to pedestrianising the High

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Street were “really pretty serious” but 
that all options “remained on the 
table”. 

Meanwhile several other changes 
were made to the document after two 
rounds of extensive public consulta¬ 
tions. 

One of the biggest alterations 
involves a residential development 
which will be moved from the site of 
the old Castle Hill Middle School, 
near School Lane, to the playing 
fields next to Chivers Road. 

This comes after concerns from 
residents that the development 
would be too far from other housing 
estates and may lead to traffic con¬ 
gestion during peak times. 

Under the new plans, the site of the 
existing school buildings would be 
converted to open space to compen¬ 
sate for the area lost to housing. 

Plans for a public open space at the 
junction of Chivers Road and 
Chimswell Way, which included 
plans for a potential housing

Building work starts 
on new free school

BUILDING work has started on the new 
free school for pupils with special 
needs. 

The £4 million Churchill Special Free 
School, located next to Churchill Avenue 
in the grounds of the Samuel Ward 
Academy, is due to welcome its first 
batch of 17 students in September this 
year. 

The plans for the new school were first 
shown to the public in Febraury and 
with planning permission now granted, 
the new school is on schedule to be fin¬ 
ished this summer. 

The school will welcome students with 
speech, language and communication 
needs, and over the next four years, it 
will increase its capacity for students 
aged 8 to 18 from 17 to 70. 

Georgina Ellis, the current headteach¬ 
er at Wickhambrook Primary School, 
officially took over the running of the 
new special school on April 1. 

She will juggle both jobs for the time 
being, but said she has confidence in the 
staff at Wickhambrook, which has a dys¬ 
lexic centre, to help her manage and 
turn the project into a success. 

Mrs Ellis said she had always had an

interest in special needs and the new 
facilities were long overdue. 

She added: “Specialist provisions are at 
last being made available for pupils in 
the greatest need of support. 

“This is an important day for Haverhill 
and the surrounding area”. 

Students with special needs currently 
have to travel to Ipswich, Bury St 
Edmunds or Sudbury to go to school. 

The intention is to integrate the stu¬ 
dents at the new free school, many of 
whom will be on the autistic spectrum 
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or have Aspergers syndrome, with the 
other children at Samuel Ward Academy 
wherever possible. 

Some of them will be able to spend as 
much as 80 per cent of their time in 
mainstream classes. 

The original bid to host a new free 
school for children with special needs 
was made in January last year. 

At the time, the headteacher of the 
Samuel Ward Academy, Mr Howard Lay, 
explained it was partially motivated by 
new research which showed the number 
of children developing special needs 
was growing due to improving survival 
rates of babies born early. 

He added: “The overall aim of the 
school is to fill a gap in special provision 
in the Haverhill locality, thus increasing 
the choices available to families and car¬ 
ers and improving the lives of local chil¬ 
dren and families.” 

The new school’s vision will reflect the 
values of Churchill: “Difficulties mas¬ 
tered are opportunities won.” 

Samuel Ward Academy, in Chalkstone 
Way, was crowned the outstanding 
academy of the year at a national award 
ceremony last December.

Council legal fight 
gone for a Burton 


HAVERHILL Town Council has 
blinked first in its ongoing feud 
with the county council over the 
future of the Burton Centre. 

After spending £2,500 on legal 
advice to challenge the decision 
by the county council to hand 
the unused building in Camps 
Road to St Nicholas Hospice, the 
town council said on Tuesday it 
had chosen to abandon its plans 
to pursue legal action. 

The decision will raise eye¬ 
brows as to why the money was 
spent on the legal advice in the 
first place - particularly as it 
seemed to show the town coun¬ 
cil had a strong case. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said the 
town council remained “deeply 
unhappy about the way in which 
this matter has been handled”. 

But he added town councillors 
felt legal action would hinder St 
Nicholas Hospice Care with its 
work. 

And the fact the two feuding 
councils are now in discussions 
over the former magistrates’ 
court site nearby also played a 
big role. 

The councils are partners in 
the ONE project, which includes 
plans for the creation of a single 
youth service in the town, deliv¬ 
ered from one venue. 

The town council had wanted 
this new base to be housed in the 
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Burton centre, but this was 
rebuffed. Discussions over hous¬ 
ing it on the former magistrates’ 
court site close to the Burton 
Centre seem to be going smooth- 

*y- 

The county council provided a 
tour of the premises last month, 
a move seen as “positive” by 
town councillors, and more talks 
are planned this month. 

The legal argument set out is 
based around the county council 
allegedly changing reasons why 
the building was given to the 
charity and not to the town 
council. 

According to the document, 
county council chiefs originally 
said the bid to house the youth 
centre in the building had been 
unsuccessful because it relied

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too heavily on public money. 

But after the winning bid was 
shown to rely on almost £500,000 
of cash from the Department of 
Health, a different reason was 
given - that the St Nicholas 
Hospice bid had been chosen 
because it had canvassed local 
service-users’ opinions and had 
other income streams. 

The legal advice states it may 
have been possible to argue the 
county’s council’s reasoning was 
“inadequate” and made after it 
had already accepted the hos¬ 
pice’s proposal. 

Mr Austin added: 
“Councillors’ withdrawal from 
such a strong legal case serves 
to underline their desire to 
avoid a protracted legal process 
at great cost to the public 
purse”. 

Work to transform the old 
Burton Centre into West 
Suffolk’s first community out¬ 
reach centre started recently. 

The hospice will eventually 
be the first of several commu¬ 
nity outreach centres where 
people can seek medical ser¬ 
vices without the need to travel 
to Bury St Edmunds. 

Work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted in March 2014, with 
access to some services, such 
as counselling, available as 
early as this autumn.

UKIP grabs two of 
three county seats

THE UK Independence Party 
(UKIP) has sensationally taken 
two of the town’s three county 
council seats from the 
Conservatives. 

The Tories previously held both 
seats in the Haverhill Cangle 
ward, as well as the Haverhill 
East & Kedington seat. 

But Tim Marks and Philip 
French (both Con) decided not 
to stand for re-election in the 
Haverhill Cangle ward, leaving 
the door open for UKIP. 

Anne Gower (Con) provided 
the only bit of good news for her 
party by winning the first seat in 
Haverhill Cangle ward, gaining 
22.48 per cent of the vote. 

But in a spectacular three-way 
run-off for the second seat, 
Julian Flood (UKIP) finally got 
the better of Maureen Byrne 
(Lab) and Karen Richardson 
(Con) after two recounts. 

The vote was originally called 
for the Tories over UKIP by a 
margin of two votes, but after 
the recounts, which Cllr Flood 
called “one of the most streesful 
parts of my life”, the final result 
was anounced: Julian Flood by 
15 votes. 

Cllr Flood said he was stunned 
and delighted by the result: 
“There was a big Conservative 
majority so I thought I would be

a good third - I just hoped to 
send a message”. 

The third seat was not so close, 
with UKIP candidate Tony Brown 
getting 40 per cent of the vote to 
become the first UKIP candidate 
to represent the Haverhill East & 
Kedington ward. 

Cllr Flood is a former Royal Air 
Force man from Coney Weston, 
near Bury St Edmunds. 

He stood in Haverhill because 
he believed people who wanted 
to vote UKIP should have that 
option. 

He has been to the town a 
handful of times on walking 
tours and - although he said it 
was “horribly un-British” - he 
will spend the next six months 
knocking on doors and meeting 


kept animals and grew crops 
nearby almost 2,000 years ago. 

The 4.5-hectare excavation 
revealed that by the 5th century 
AD, the booming farm had gone 
out of use - but a small hall and 
a collection of copper brooches, 
as well as a bead necklace, indi¬ 
cated the land was still used at 
that time.

Cllr Brown, the other UKIP 
winner, is from Haverhill. He 
said people voted for UKIP for 
positive reasons and not simply 
as a protest vote against the 
other major parties. 

He added: “Speaking to people, 
the level of dissatisfaction with 
the main parties is huge; people 
are pretty annoyed. 

“Maybe we’ve provided some 
of the answers they’re looking 
for - we’re not the party of big 
banks or big business, we’re the 
party of the normal working 
class and we’ve taken votes off 
both Labour and the Tories.” 

The town is represented by 
three councillors on Suffolk 
County Council - two are now 
from UKIP. 

The other parties were disap¬ 
pointed and town and borough 
councillor Maureen Byrne, who 
came joint third in the Haverhill 
Cangle ward, said UKIP were 
promising things they could not 
deliver. 

She added: “Never mind, if 
that’s what people have voted for 
then you reap what you sow - 
people in a few years might well 
regret this but it will be too late. 

“At least it shows democracy is 
working because the people 
have got what they voted for.”

But Mick Driver, who has 
organised the show for the 
last five years, said the 
wheels were already in 
motion for his show - and it 
may be too late to stop it. 

Mr Driver has booked the 
recreation ground for July 6 
and 7 and many of the rides 
and attractions were booked 
long in advance. 

He said his committee will 
make a decision within the 
next few days whether to 
press ahead with the show. 

In an emotional interview, 
Mr Driver promised to pro¬

“Before we take further 
advice on these matters, 
please advice LAMP H where 
the charities monies are 
being held and by whom.” 

Mrs Byrne said she has had 
no written reply.

I have got Haverhill in my DNA; I 
was brought up here. I have met 
some of the other councillors in 
the town and they all seem like 
good people with the interests of 
the town at heart. 

I will work with whoever, from 
any party or organisation without 
prejudice for the benefit of the 
town. 

I am a UKIP councillor but not 
instructed by them in any way on 
local issues -1 can do what I think 
is best for the town. 

I am on a bit of a learning curve 
at the moment so will not try to 
jump in with both feet at this 
stage but will hopefully over the 
coming weeks I will pick up the 
pace, and in the meantime I will 
attend any meetings or event I’m 
invited to. 

There are some issues that I am 
aware of i.e. the big one of town 
pedestrianisation and which 
option is the best. 

Also, the on-going problems of 


the traffic situation in Hamlet 
Road, it would be good to work 
with people to sort that out. What 
I would like to see would be free 
parking (it’s not so much the cost 
it is the hassle of having to find 
coins and then worry that you do 
not accidentally exceed your time 
which makes people just go and 
park in Tesco’s and do their 
shopping there). 

I’d like some sort of rate relief for 
first time shop owners in the town 
to encourage the individual trader 
to return - maybe some deal could 
be done with landlords where they 
also can do their bit instead of 
leaving a shop empty? 

There is money for this sort of 
thing as the council have found 
the money to offer a huge 
incentive for the first business 
that moves to the research park. 

Anyway these are all things that 
need to be talked about. 

Once again, many thanks for 
putting your trust in me, I think 
Thursday was a great day for 
British politics and Haverhill 
made a big contribution to that. 

We proved that voting does 
change things and is worth the 
effort. There is now a national 
debate on a lot of the issues that 
we raised and the bigger parties 
have had to listen - you could say 
that the county elections should 
have been about mostly county 
issues but the electorate obviously 
thought that the national issues 
were more important that’s why 
they voted for UKIP. 

The other parties with larger 
resources and established local 
organisations did campaign on 
more local issues but the voters 
still made the choice to vote for us 
- we did not have access to many 
resources. I paid £60 for my own 


leaflets and started leafleting on 
my own; it was only after I started 
that like-minded local people very 
kindly started helping us. 1 think 
at the end of the day that 
Thursday was a big wake up call 
to politicians locally and 
nationally and that can only be a 
good thing. 

For once the people of Haverhill 
have made their voice heard loud 
and clear, I think we can now 
build on this and will be starting 
off a local branch of UKIP and 
hoping to contest all town, district 
elections with a better organised 
team with good local policies 
dictated by local people and not 
the big party machines.

Cost unknown.

‘from the bookshelf.’ 

The church will have a new curate 
on fune 30. Bridget will join the 
church and get to know members 
of the congregation. 

Messy church, for small children 
and their families, was held on 
April 21, in church. It is now going 
to be a regular feature each month. 
The next one will be on Sunday, 
May 19 at 2pm. 

There will be a house to house 
collection in Linton for Christian 
Aid between May 12-18. 

■ Keep Fit: Slimming World ses¬ 
sions are being held at the 
Cathodeon Centre on Wednesdays 
at 7.30pm. Just turn up or contact 
Ally on (01223) 892931. 

■ Car Parking: For many years 
there have been problems with 


cars parking outside the Co-op. 
Delivery lorries are often unable to 
park until the cars are moved. 
There are yellow lines, but these 
are often ignored. 

Cambridge City Council has sug¬ 
gested that a specific loading area 
is a possibility. Linton residents 
were asked to submit their views 
by April 30, and there will now be a 
further discussion. 

■ Shop: A new shop has opened 
in Linton. The Linton Kitchen at 
30, High Street is a food-related 
shop which sells local produce 
from Cambridgeshire small sup¬ 
pliers. Fresh vegetables are on sale, 
plus preserves, variety of hot 
drinks, sandwiches, delicious 
homemade cakes and light lunch¬ 
es. The shop is open from 8am- 
6pm, Tuesday-Saturday, and 
10am-3pm on Sunday. 

■ Parish council: At the last par¬ 
ish council meeting on April 23, 
Linton councillors were advised 
that an audit of the village hall rec¬ 
ommended either replacing the 
existing building with a modern 
timber building on an alternative 
site and selling the existing site, or 
a total refurbishment of the hall as 
it stands. 

The trustees have been advised 
that ‘doing nothing’ is not an 
option. 

They have agreed to start a pro¬ 
gramme of refurbishment by 
improving the toilet for the disa¬ 
bled, fireproofing the kitchen serv¬ 
ing hatch and replacing the kitchen 
urn with a point of contact hot water 


source. 

The trustees will be advertising 
the need for financial support in the 
Linton News - the village newspa¬ 
per. 

Before the council can proceed 
with plans for compulsory purchase 
of all or part of the seven-acre site in 
Horseheath Road for use as allot¬ 
ments, a formal offer must be made 
to buy or lease the land owned by 
the Diocese of Ely. 

Enid Bald listed plans for an annu¬ 
al tree assessment for parish coun¬ 
cil-owned trees, and it was suggest¬ 
ed the parish clerk be given delegat¬ 
ed powers to authorise any emer¬ 
gency tree work. 

Linton councillors approved the 
accounting and annual governance 
statements for 2012/13 to be pre¬ 
sented with the accounts for audit. 

At the annual parish meeting, on 
the same day, chairman Roger 
Hickford presented cheques for 
grants to some representatives of 
local charities, including the village 
hall £3,700; Action in the 
Community for the Elderly £3,500; 
Beacon Community Trust for Youth 
Support £10,450; Linton Cricket 
Club £500; Suffolk Accident Rescue 
Service £250; Magpas £600; Linton 
Music Society £500; United 
Reformed Church £800 and St 
Mary’s Parochial Church Council 
£800. Grants were also made to 
Cambridgeshire County Council for 
the summer reading challenge £200 
and Linton parish charities £1,650. 

The chairman’s report advised 
work undertaken during the year 


on parking in the recreation 
ground; upgrading the CCTV sys¬ 
tem in the pavilion; the possible 
compulsory purchase of land for 
allotments; the installation of a 
20mph speed limit in High Street, 
Linton, and the one-way system. 

The meeting also heard about 
David Walker’s work on securing 
funds for new play equipment in 
the young children’s play area; the 
partnership between the Beacon 
Trust, parish council and the vil¬ 
lage college for youth services and 
outreach work; changes to local 
bus services; improvements to 
funding and recognition of the 
heavy congestion on the A1307; 
tree planting grants; new low-cost 
housing projects and speed checks 
indicating severe speeding and 
rat-running through the village.

Housing development, off Withersfield Road, 
had caused a site to be cleared without due 
diligence to the local ecology. 

The development will see 27 new 
affordable homes built for over 55s. 

Shed fire in Kedington 

THE fire service received a number of calls 
from panicked residents after a shed caught 
fire in Westward Deals, Kedington, last 
Thursday evening. 

A fire engine from Haverhill arrived at the 
scene at 5.15pm and firefighters tackled the 
fire using two hose reel jets for about 30 
minutes. 

One eyewitness described how she had 
seen plumes of black smoke from a 
distance. 

The fire was extinguished and the crew 
was back at base at 6.12pm. 

New cancer books for library 

THE town library will receive a new 
collection of books next week to help 
provide support and information for people 
affected by cancer. 

The 31 books and 40 leaflets cover a 
variety of different cancers and are aimed 
at audiences from children to pensioners.

Fatal crash man denies 
driving dangerously 


A MAN has denied causing the 
death of a father of two in a head 
-on road crash by driving danger¬ 
ously. 

Philip Graham, 30, of Quendon 
Place, Haverhill, is said to have 
crashed with a motorcycle last 
year, causing the death of Derek 
Foster. 

A jury at Ipswich Crown Court 
heard the collision happened after 
Graham overtook another car on 
the brow of a hill on the B1054, 
between Boytons Lane and Water 
Lane, near Hempstead. 

The vehicles allegedly crashed at 
7.15am on July 4 last year as 
Graham was driving his Ford

Fiesta from Haverhill to catch the 
train at Audley End. 

Mr Foster, 37, ofWinstanley Road, 
Saffron Walden, was travelling in 
the opposite direction on his 
Honda CBR 125 to his work in 
Haverhill. 

Prosecutor Peter Gair told the 
court that Graham had pulled out 
to overtake another car where he 
was unable to see oncoming traffic 
because of the brow of a hill. 

He added that following the 
crash, police discovered the speed¬ 
ometer of Graham’s car was stuck 


at 55mph. 

If Mr Foster had been driving at a 
similar speed, this would have 
given the two men less than two 
seconds to see each other before 
they crashed, Mr Gair said. 

The court heard that Mr Foster, 
37, suffered fatal injuries in the 
collision. 

Graham has admitted driving 
carelessly but has pleaded not 
guilty to a different charge of caus¬ 
ing death by dangerous driving. 

When interviewed by police 
officers, Graham said he had been 
using the B1054 for about a year 
and considered he knew the road 
well. 


After the death last year, Mr 
Foster’s family paid tribute to him 
as “an uncomplicated and placid 
man”. 

In a statement, they added: “He 
loved nothing more than spending 
time with his wife, Rachel, and two 
beautiful daughters, Hannah and 
Esme aged 8 and 5 years. 

“He was loved by many for his 
calmness and laid-back approach 
to life - his loss is immense and he 
will be sorely missed”. 

Mr Foster had come to the area 
after joining the Army at Carver 
Barracks in Wimbish, staying to 
work as a welder after he resigned 
from the Army.

Tax blunder - 
but residents 
will not be 
getting refund 


COUNCIL chiefs have 
admitted overcharging 
residents for council tax in 
Linton-by almost £10,000.

‘If I don’t hit 
my target, I 
won’t be able 
to die happy’ 

T Sandeman-Charles is dedicating the rest of 
her life to persuading 10,000 people to register 
as organ donors. Lisa Millard meets her - and 
signs up on the spot 


T IME is a precious commodity, as T 
Sandeman-Charles knows only too 
well. 

The clock is ticking for T, who is on a 
mission to secure 10,000 people to register 
as organ donors before she dies. Her Save5 
campaign has 6,558 names to date but T 
really wants another 3,442 people to sign 
up, and fast. You see T, who is only 52, has 
two deadly lung diseases and is now on the 
transplant list. With her health 
deteriorating, T requires an oxygen tank to 
be able to talk and walk. 

“I don’t think about what I’ve got,” says 
the petite T (short for Teresa) from the sun- 
filled lounge of her Arkesden home, near 
Saffron Walden. “Why focus on my illness 
when there are much more important 
issues to focus on? Save5 has kept me going 
through all the highs and lows. It is the one 
thing that I really have to achieve before I 
die. And if I don’t, I will just not be happy 
with myself when I die. I can see it. I will be 
there, dying, and thinking ‘I just should 
have done it’. It’s that important. I know I 
can do it. It’s just a matter of time. And 
time is not on my side.” 

Speaking has, in recent months, become 
an effort and T is constantly short of 
breath. Despite the difficulty, T speaks 


eloquently, with consideration, and her 
honesty and directness about such a 
difficult topic is humbling. Her strength of 
mind does not, however, mean she is 
without feelings; as T explains the task in 
hand her voice wavers with emotion and 
her eyes glisten. 

I worry that her commitment to the 
campaign is adding a burden to an already 
heartbreaking situation. Isn’t coping with 
the daily and debilitating symptoms 
enough? 

“The wonderful thing about Save5 is that 
I don’t think about what I’ve got. If we can 
save a few lives it is the most brilliant thing 
we could do in our entire lifetime. Why 
focus on an illness when I can do so much 
more?” 

It was her sister Sue, who lives in London, 
who gave T the resolve to start the 
campaign. “I had a lung biopsy in 2009 and 
Sue was having an operation to donate one 
of her kidneys to a friend at the same time. 

I just kept saying to myself, ‘Sue has saved 
somebody's life. What can I do?' 

“The pivotal moment was sitting at 
Papworth Hospital, being injected with 
steroids and tears were rolling down my 
face. I wasn’t crying because of the pain. I 
just thought of the three families who were

grieving every day because their loved one 
died. Three people die each and every day 
because they are one organ short of life. I 
just said, ‘T, this cannot go on and you have 
to do something about it’.” 

Save5 was launched on March 18, 2010. “I 
saw all these poorly people at Papworth 
and thought you’ve got to give them a 
chance. You don’t know who will need a 
transplant. Three years ago I thought I was 
healthy. I could walk and eat. Three years 
later my life depends on a transplant. And 
it could happen to anybody.” 

T has organising fibrosing pneumonia, 
which causes the alveoli, little air sacs in 
the lungs, to thicken, preventing them 
inflating and allowing oxygen into the 
bloodstream. She also has idiopathic 
pleuroparenchymal fibroelastosis. The 
latter is rare - only eight people, including 
T, had the condition at the time of her 
diagnosis in 2009. The rarity of this disease 
adds a twist of uncertainty to T’s prognosis. 
When I ask her what time she may have 
left, if the transplant does not happen, she 
says she just doesn’t know. 

While her days are dedicated to 
increasing the number of registered organ 
donors, T wants her own transplant. Her 
bag is packed, she wants the phone to ring 
and for Papworth Hospital to tell her it’s 
time. “I want to live,” she says. “Imagine 
what I could do with a new set of lungs?” 

She is realistic about her chances. “I have 
one chance. I may not get it. But at least I 
have a chance. We just hope that one day a 
call comes through.” 

T also understands the odds stacked 
against it happening. “There are so many 
myths surrounding organ donation. The 
biggest one is that when people sign up to 
be an organ donor they think they will 
become an organ donor. Sadly it is not the 
case because, in the vast majority of cases, 
you have to die in an intensive care unit on 
a ventilator having been in a major traffic 
accident, or had a brain injury, or had a 
stroke, before your organs can even be 
considered for transplantation. You are 
much more likely to need a transplant 
yourself than ever becoming a donor. 

“Do you know what the saddest thing is? 
97 per cent of the population say they 
would take a transplant to save their lives 
but only 30 per cent are signed up to be a 
donor. Don’t you think we’d better get that 
sign-up rate to 97 per cent too?” 

There’s ongoing debate about making 
changes to donor and family consent in a 
bid to raise the current 55 per cent (of

family consent to donation) to 80 per cent. 
Legislation set out in the Human Tissue Act 
2004 gives responsibility to make that 
decision to a relative if they do not know 
the dead person’s preference. Some are 
calling for presumed consent, making 
organ donation ‘opt-out’ rather than the 
current ‘opt-in’ system, but not everybody 
agrees, including T. 

“I believe, personally, when the specialist 
nurse has to approach the family, it is 
easier for them to be told their loved one 
signed up to be an organ donor. It was their 
wish. If the subject has never been 
discussed, I think the family is put in a 
hideous position. That’s why I want people 
to sign up and tell their family ‘This is what 
I want to happen’. 

“It’s a hard decision for some people to 
make, to let their mum, dad, daughter or 
son be a donor. But I’ve spoken to many 
bereaved parents and they say it is the one 
thing they hold on to.” 

Among the darkest times there are 
glorious moments and T’s cup is always 
much more than half full. “You pick up on 
things you wouldn’t normally pick up on. 
You take nothing for granted. You 
appreciate all the little things. You see 
people at their best.” 

When T speaks about her husband, Roy, 
who gave up work to care for and spend 
time with her, the tears flow freely. “You 
don’t get more generous or kinder than 
that. He’s given up everything. It’s just so 
humbling. I just couldn’t do without him. 
He does everything for me, dresses me, 
puts me in the bath. You couldn’t love 
anyone more than I love him. He’s just the 
most incredible man and I am just the 
most fortunate person.” 

T is now too poorly to take her campaign 
out into the wider world. She no longer has 
the strength or breath to address groups or 
stand in supermarket foyers distributing 
Save5 leafets. Sadly the amount of people 
signing up has slowed because, as T knows, 
her message is more powerful coming from 
her. “I have made a video and sent the link 
out but, understandably, it’s easy for people 
to ignore,” she sighs. “Whenever I get a 
sign-up it puts such a smile on my face.

Get a buzz"* 
and help bees 

REPORTS that our bee population is at crisis point help bees, says Maclean

as numbers have been hit by bad weather and 
particularly long winters should prompt responsible 
gardeners to protect our bees by creating a 
prosperous environment for them. 

Last year's annual survey by the British Beekeepers 
Association (BBKA) indicated 
an increase in losses of honey 
bees and the organisation is 
concerned that losses may be 
even greater this year if the long 
winter is anything to go by. 

"Much longer winters mean 
that bees are potentially running 
out of stores," says Gill Maclean, 

BBKA spokeswoman. 

Weather-related impacts 
such as cold spells affect colony 
development and queen-mating. 

Honey bees don't forage in very 
cold or wet weather, so their 
winter stores were depleted last year. 

The honey bee is the only bee to maintain a 
colony throughout the winter, reducing its colony 
size in autumn and relying on its stores of honey to 
last it through the winter months when it is too cold 
for foraging or there is no forage available. Some 
colonies may have since been lost simply by running 
out of stores. However, gardeners can do their bit to

"Planting the right sort of plant is important 
and try to plant in drifts. There are so many bee- 
friendly plants including thyme, oregano, mint 
and viburnum. Plant some trees for bees as well, 
including spring-flowering cherries, apples, plums 
and pears." 

All blossoms are widely visited 
by bees including blackthorn, 
cherry, plum, damson and crab 
apple. Other trees that are widely 
visited are the horse chestnut for 
its nectar and sycamore for its 
pollen. 

She also advises gardeners 
to set aside part of the garden 
as a decorative wildflower area 
which will be a magnet for bees, 
planting white and red clover, 
borage, thyme, bugle and other 
bee-friendly plants. 

"Bees also need water, so you can do something 
like fill a pot lid with water and put stones in it and 
netting over it so that they can drink without falling 
in." 

Gardeners should make sure they provide a 
succession of bee-friendly plants which will flower 
between February and November, to give bees the 
best chance of building up their stores. 




Last year, the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
launched a guide as part of its Perfect for Pollinators 
initiative, listing more than 200 wildflowers, such 
as corncockle, teasel and wild parsnip, that provide 
plentiful pollen and nectar for pollinating insects. It 
advises gardeners to: 

■ Avoid plants with double or multi-petalled flowers, 
which may lack nectar and pollen, or insects may 
have difficulty in gaining access. 

■ Never use pesticides on plants when they are in 
flower. 

■ Where appropriate, British wild flowers can be 
an attractive addition to planting schemes and may 
help support a wider range of pollinating insects. 

■ Observe the plants in your garden. If you know of 


plants with blooms that regularly attract insects, let 
the RHS know. 

■ Choose flowers that bloom successively over the 
spring, summer and autumn, such as coreopsis, 
Russian sage or germander, in order to provide 
pollen and nectar resources to the native bees of all 
seasons. 

■ Encourage bees by keeping honey bees yourself or 
allowing a beekeeper to place hives in your garden. 

■ Provide nest sites for bumblebees: Bumblebee nest 
boxes can be purchased but they are often ignored 
by queen bumblebees.
